Farewell, Parker Post. 


H was a regretlable but not ii surprising piece of news that 


appeared in Ibis paper In^l Satuiduy, when il was announced 
that E. C. Pavker Posi, No. 1. Grand Anny of the Republic, 
ol Kitlery, was to surrender its charter because of the tact that 
most of ils members have passed to their elernal reward, while 
of the few remaining not more than half are able to attend 
.;neetings. 


As staled in the brief notice of this action, the Post was 


organized in 1S83 with fourteen charter members. Thai v,-;is 
ii long time after the Civil War, but most of the charter mem- 
bers and some who joined later had belonged to other posts. 
It was finally decided that (here should be a.Post in Kittery 
and the result was the organization of ihe body that will cease 
to exist this week. 
It grew steadily until the membership 


reached 137 and was for many years a nourishing represeniu- 
iive of the grea't, proud and patriotic organization known'as 
the Grand Army of the Republic. 
But of late years its num- 


bers'have been steadily decimated by lime until the.member- 
ship was reduced to Iwelve, and some of these being unable to 
take further active part in the work of the Posi, it was wisely 
"decided lo surrender the charier and wind up;ils affairs. 


The necessity for this is greatly regrelted.by the people o 


Kitlery, who took an honest pride in ihe organization and sup 
ported it loyally, but there have been many, such disbaiulmcnt 
in different pails of the country, and .for precisely simila 
reasons; The years pass swiftly and it is long since any who 
took part in Ihe Civil War were young. Deafli has made grca 
inroads on their ranks; and, as the organization is one Ilia 
.cannot be recrnitedjl is easy to understand Ihal ils days an 
numbered. Many small Posts have already gone out of exist 
euce, and not many years hence "taps" will be sounded for the 
lasl representative of one of the greatest and grandest organ 
j/ilions in (he history of this country. 


The Grand Army of. the Republic was an oulgrowfh of UK 


Civil'War and every man who served in Hie Union forces or 
land or sea and was honorably discharged was eligible to mem 
bership, regardless of race, creed or. color.
